in  tracing  the  history  of  this  Lodge 
of  Social  and   Military   \irtues  .\o.  22J 

to  the  4(ith  iJritish  regiment,  it  is  necessary  to  follow  the 
rise  and  movements  of  the  regiment  with  which  its  name 
and  career  were  associated  for  ahout  a  century. 

The  war  of  the  .Austrian  succession,  to  which  (ireat  l?ri- 
tai:i  lent  its  aid  in  maintaining  .Maria  Theresa  on  the  throne 
of  .Austria,  having  hroken  out  in  1741,  King  (k-orge  11. 
called  to  his  standard  seven  additional  regiments,  one  of 
which  the  57th  was  raised  by  Colonel  John  Price,  the  com- 
mand being  later  given  to  the  lion.  Thomas  .Murray.  It 
became  known  as  '•.Murray's  Bucks,"  and  formed  part  of  the 
forces  serving  in  Scotland. 

In  the  meantime  the  iM-ench  supporting  the  claim  of  the 
Pretender  to  the  P,riti>h  throne,  his  son  Charles  I'.dward 
api)eared  in  arms  in  the  Highlands,  many  clans  rushing  to 
hi>  standard.  He.  by  hasty  movements,  entered  h'dinburgh, 
which  had  surrendered,  and  taking  uj)  his  (juarters  at  Holy- 
ro'd  House,  had  his  father  proclaimed  King  of  Creat  P.ri- 
tai'i   and    Ireland   at   the    High   Cross. 

The  Coniiuander-in-Chief  of  the  Royal  troops.  Sir  Jilni 
Cope,  hastening  frniu  the  north,  encami)e(l  near  the  city, 
September  20th,  1745,  when  at  Cdadsiuuir  Heath  they  were  at- 
tacked next  morning  by  tlie  Highlanders  with  great  fury. 
The  troops  were  put  11  disorder,  luany  rushing  from  the 
held,  and  large  numliirs  were  killed,  wounded  and  taken 
prisoners.  The  P.ucks  sutYered  severely,  mimbers  of  men 
and  officers  being  taken  prisoners. 

.\fter  the  defeat    of  the  Royal    forces,  the  Thicks    m  )ved 
further  south,  and  in  the  following  year,  after  the  sujipres- 
sion  of  the  rebellion  at  Cullodcn,  embarked  for  Jersey. 
On  the  conclusion  of  the  seven  years'  war  in  1748,  many 
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of   the   i-(.'f,'inK'nts    were    (li>haiuk.l,    aiu!    uii    remniibrring    i.e 
571I1  l)ee;uiie  the  4btli. 

Tlie  regiment  was  sliortly  after  -ent  to  Ireland,  and  .mi 
March  41I1,  175J,  a  traveliin-  warr:i-.it,  Xd.  jjj,  was  :.-- 
b.ued  hy  the  C'.rand  l.i.di^e  of  Irilaiul  tu  the  nuiSMiis  in  tlie 
corps,  and  a-,  ilie  l.nd-e  \\:is  a  !\t ^iniental  i.ne  it  aecomijanicd 
tlie  4f)th  all  lhr.)Uj,di  its  eanii>ai.i,ni> ;  and  a  history  of  the 
L(Hl,<,re  i>  practically  a  I;i-ii.ry  of  the   Rej^inient. 

I  he  hrencii  in  America,  continuing  their  aggre-s' -ins  on 
territory  claimed  liy  the  r.riti--h.  the  4' ah  with  other  regi- 
ments >ai!ed  from  Cork  for  Xova  Scotia  in  May.  1757,  doing 
ditty  there  initil  the  following  year;  and  it  i^'on  record  in 
Halifax  that  Lodge  jjj  ua^  ver\  active,  doing  good  and  ef- 
fective Work  while  ;i-m  ici.ited  with  the  hretlir.n  throughu'.il 
tlie  province. 

L'nder  the  inspiration  of  i',rit,-iin"s  great  Mini-ter  Pitt,  a 
plan  of  campaign  w.i-  arrangi-d  i.  -trike  the  l'"rench  forti- 
fu-ations  ;it  I.oni-ln  :iirg,  CI'..,  l.ak^  Champlain.  (JUvhec  and 
Niagara,  and  for  tlie  carryirg  oiu  of  Mich  operations  it  v.as 
settled  tliat  the  C'oh.iiics  shoiild  nii-:e  men.  the  home  gover:i- 
ment  a.-.si-iing  hii.-mcuaily.  \\  hilr  I'.ritain  would  de-patch  a 
strong  licet  with  men  and  nialerinl.  the  provincials  and  re- 
gulars woi'ld  co-oprrate  in  the  liiVerent  opernt'ons  a-  i)!an- 
ned,  the  strong  fo'-;ilication  of  I.ouishourg  being  tlv  first  point 
of  attack.  .\dmir;d  I'.osc.-iwen  \'.:i.>  in  ei  inmaml  of  the  tle>t. 
while  the  kind  forces  were  under  Major  C.eneral  Amher,-t 
with   \\h:iino,-e.   I.;iwrence  'and  Wolfe  as  I'.rigadiers.

Ahout  the  '^•■me  I'me  an:'!her  .-'r!ii\-  nuilt'r  r,(.n:_r,il  Aber- 
cn-mbic.  who  bail  succeeded,  I.ord  I.oudonn  as  Commander-in- 
Chief,  was  to  MiHM-iite  le^aiiil  l"ort  'ricoudenn;;.!  on  l.ake 
Champlain.  'Phis  force,  consisting  of  about  nine  thousand 
IVnvincials,  with  some  Indian  allies,  and  six  thousand  Regu- 
lars an<l  gtm-,  assembled  at  Albany,  and  descending  Lake 
George  made  :>.u  unsuccessful  attack  on  Fort  'Piconderoga. 
situated  on  a  tongue  (»f  land  in  the  lake.  snrrMmidivl  on  three 
sides  by  w.iter.  and  defended  by  the  Marquis  de 
Montcalm  and  (ieneral  de  T.evis  with  ahout  five  thousand 
French  troojis  and  Indian  auxiliaries.  Abercrombie,  witho-it 
the  aid  of  his  artillery,  which  he  had  not  brought  up 
from    the    landing,    threw     his    men     a^ain?t    a   formidable 
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abatis,  made  of  felled  trees  piled  on  to])  of  one  another  with 
the  sliarj)  branches  outwards,  blockini^  the  ai)i)roacli  to  the 
fortification  on  the  landside.  After  half  a  dozen  deter- 
mined charf^e<.  continuing  for  six  or  eight  hours,  tlay  bail  to 
retire  after  much  slaughter,  the  I'.lack  Watch  reduced  by 
lialf.  while  the  4'>th  lost  many  men  bcside>  I.t.-Col.  lieaver  and 
six  officers,  one  of  whom.  Cajjtain  Wynne,  was  an  ancestor  of 
one  of  (jur  present  members,  the  .\Iajor  of  the  regiment. 
Eyre   Masscy.  succeeding   to  the  ciiiimand. 

Among  the  slain  before  the  main  attack  was  the  second 
in  connnand.  I'.rigadier  ticneral  l.ord  Howe,  an  officer  of 
force,  and  highly  esteemed  by  the  army,  a  man  with  no  swag- 
ger, and  whijin  I'itl  has  specially  named  a>  second  in  com- 
mand on  account  of  his  snldierly  (|ualities  to  lead  and  com- 
mand. (  )n  the  following  day  Abercrombie  and  his  armv  re- 
treated up  the  lake  on  the  return  tn   b'ort  (leorge. 

This  defeat  of  July  S.  175S,  was  the  cau-e  of  nnich  gloom, 
while  .Miiiitcalm  was  hailed  a-  a  great  s> tidier  b\-  bi^  countrv- 
meii,  ami  justlv  so.

The  glory  of  the  victory  wa--  short  lived  when  it  became 
known  that  the  great  fortification  ni  I.i'uisbourg,  .after  a  noble 
defence,  hail  surrendered  to  Amherst  July  2'<.  175S.  in 
which   action    Wolfe  bad    taken   a   distinguished   part. 

The  brave  _\diuig  officer,  llrigadier  dener.al  X'iscount 
Mowe.  who  fell  a!  Ticonderoga.  was  so  regretted  bv  Massa- 
chusetts that  moiiiy  w.'is  voted  b\-  its  Provincial  assemblv  to 
erect  ;i  niomiment  in  \\"e~tmin-ter  .\bbey  to  his  memory,  and 
in  K)00  a  libr.'iry  was  built  bv  t!ie  pei>ple  of  Ticonderoga 
and  named  'flie  i'.lack  Watch  Memorial  1  tall,  in  hniior  of 
the  famous  regiment,  which  wa-  so  decimated  in  the  fierce 
struggle  with  the  b'rench  :  and  on  the  dedication  in  i')of)  of 
a  nu'iiiori.-il  tablet  presented  by  the  officers  0}  the  lUack 
Watch.  Major  Wil-mi  l'"ari|uharson.  D.S.t).,  of  the  famous 
regiment,  together  with  a  large  detachment  of  the  Fifth 
Royal  liighlanders  of  Canada  (Lieutenant  Colonel  John 
Carson),  who  wear  the  same  uniform  as  the  Pdack  Watch, 
accompanied  bv  its  jiipe  banrl  from  Montreal,  showed  bv 
their  j)rescnce  a  renewal  of  the  friendship  which  existed 
when  Colonial  and  regular  I'.riiish  forces  were  united  in  de- 
fending the  country  against  its  foes. 

From   the   forces    at   Fort    Cicorgc.   .\bcrrrombic    fk'tachc>i 
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three  thousand  men  under  Colonel  Bradstrect,  who,  pushing 
on  to  Oswego,  and  crossing  Lake  Ontario,  speedily  captured 
Fort  l^rontenac  with  all  its  shipping  and  supplies  in  the  fol- 
lowing month,  August,  1758.

Of  General  Putnam,  of  Conn  cticut,  a  prominent  general 
in  the  Revolutionary  forces,  Lossing  writes:  "General  Israel 
Putnam's  testimony  to  French  freemasonry.  After  the  de- 
feat at  Ticonderoga,  Major  Putnam  in  the  British  service, 
w'lth  some  rangers,  was  scouting  near  F(;rt  St.  Ann,  when 
they  were  suu.lenly  attacked  by  French  and  Indians'  under 
iM.  -Molang,  when  Putnam  was  confronted  bv  a  giant  sa- 
vage, and  missing  lire  was  captured  and  bound  to  a  tree 
and  later  marched  with  the  band  through  the  forest,  when 
the  savages  halted,  and  binding  him  with  withes  to  a  tree  fa- 
gots were  collected,  the  torch  applied,  and  all  hope  gone, 
when  M.  .Molang  passing  near  recognized  a  chance  last  sign 
from  the  doomed  man.  rushed  up.  scattered  the  IjrancN  un- 
tied the  cords,  and  sent  him  to  Montcalm  at  Ticondero-ra 
w-hen  he  wa;  later  exchanged  at  Montreal.  I'utnam  ever 
after  maintained  that  he  owed  his  life  to  his  French  brother 
Molang.  an<l  shortly  after  a  lo.lge.  bearing  the  name  of  Mo- 
ang.  was  tormed  at  Cr,,wn  Point."  After  the  fall  of  I  ouis- 
bourg,  \\„lie  returned  t.i  Kngland.  and  being  appointed  to 
command  the  land  operations  against  ( )uebec.  he  snik-d  with 
the  fleet  of  Admiral  S.iun.lers  the  folMwing  spring.  .Monck- 
ton,    lownshend   and    Murray    being   his  brigadier- 

In  the  meantime  Lieutenant  General  Amlierst  to,,k  over 
the  command  of  the  army  of  General  Abercrombie  fur  a  re- 
newed attack  ,,l  ilK-  f,,rtillcati(.ns  on  Lake  CliamphMii  and 
later,  if  possible,  to  form  a  junction  with  Wolfe  in  the  at- 
tack on  Quebec.

wuiter  was  breakin-  np  that  a  lar-e  force  of  l"reiK-h''an.l  In-

Louis  by  Hon.  Tud;,'c  Girouard  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Canada,  taken  from  "Lcs  memoires  des  Socurs  du  Convent 
tele   I.acbinc"'  may  be  of  interest.     "When  in   1760  the  En:,'- 
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lisli  were  mardiitiK  on  Montreal  to  cum|)lete  by  its  capture 
the  coiKjuest  of  Canada,  the  two  sister,  ai  the  Laeliine  mis- 
sion were  striken  witli  alarm  loth  for  themselves  and  the 
chilflren  under  their  care.  Their  fears  were  not  iinfouiiiled. 
for  General  Amherst  bivouacked  at  l.acliine  willi  the  troops. 
At  such  a  critical  moment,  M.  I'.ra-sier.  a  prie>t  of  St.  Sul- 
p:ce  and  cure  o''  i.achine.  hastened  to  the  ),"-'"cral  with  his 
fc'reetings.  The  latter  j,'ranted  him  a  most  j,'racioUs  reception, 
oltermg  at  the  same  time  his  services.  Ddiglited  with  the 
unexpected  turn  of  events.  .M.  r.ras>ier  rei)li<.(l  tliat  he  had 
Tiothmi,'  to  ask  of  his  I-^ycelleiu y  saving  protection  for  the 
two  nuns  devoted  to  the  teaciiing'of  children.

I''oIlowin<(  the  peace,  the  4f>th  returned  to  .North  .\merica 
in  i7()4,  and  we  learn  from  the  journal  of  Cohinel  Montres- 
sor  who  wa-  en-,dneer  and  surveyor  for  the  i'"riti>h  forces  in 
America  from  1753  to  1767,  that  the  4')th  were  cni,'af,'e(l  around 
the  .\iaj,'ar;i  and  Detroit  di-tricts  in  17(>4-;,  where  I'ontiac 
and  his  confederated  chiefs  still  continued  their  (U'liredations, 
althouj,di  Colonel  I  ly.  r>oU(|uet,  an  experienced  Indian  tifjhter, 
with  a  force  of  Royal  .Muericins.  several  companies  of  Tlie 
4-'nd  lli^jhlanders  ;ind  other  troops,  with  some  of  the  five 
Nation  Indians,  had  .dre.idy  indicted  a  severe  check  at  Hushy 
Kun  in  Xupust.  ij'.;,.  These  fierce  Indians  n.a-iied  the  coun- 
Uy  west  of  the  lakes,  settlers  and  traders  were  slaughtered, 
hundreds  taken  prisoners,  outlyinp  ])o  ts  destroyed,  ur.  'A  the 
masterly  tactics  of  Colonel  r.ou<|uct  and  his  force  broke  their 
power,  made  them  restore  cajitives.  and  peace  was  finally 
concluded  at  ( )swei,'o  hy  Sir  Wm.  Johnson  in  17*16,  at  the 
instance  of  (General  C.a!,'c,  who  ha(i  succeeded  Sir  leffrey 
Amherst. 

Colonel  .Montressor  shows  tlie  46th  at  Albany  in  1766,  and 
continuinn:  says  the  rc,irinient  disembarked  in  June  fnjin 
sloops  at  .\ew  York,  goin?  into  the  barracks  provided  for 
them  consisting  of  bare  wails  only,  while  in  .-\ugust  he  notes 
the  46th  and  Roval  Artillery  were  continuing  their  field  days. 

In  the  following  year  the  regiment  returned  to  Great  Bri- 
tain and  was  stationed  in  Ireland  for  ci.ght  years.

Washington,  in  the  old  French  wars,  was  Colonel  of  the 
\  irginia^  Militia.  h.)lding  his  commissi.m  from  the  C.ovcrnor 
of  the  Colony,  and  later  acting  as  aide-de-camp  to  I'.rad.fock 
m  his  disastrous  expedition  against  Fort  du  Quesne  in  1755. 
and  again  in  command  of  the  \'irginians  iirthe  force  sent 
against  that  post  under  C.cneral  Forbe?.  of  uh  .h  they  finally 
got  possession.  W'ashington  and  his  commaiu'  marched  in 
N'ovembcr  23.  1758,  to  an  almost  deserted  post,  the  French 
officer  and  his  men  having  just  retired  down  the  river.  The 
place  was  later  named  Fort  Pitt  in  honor  of  the  great  Min- 
ister. 

After  this  success  Washington  returned  home  and  resigned 
his  commission  to  the  governor  of  Virginia,  December.  175S. 
thus  ending  his  early  military  career,  having  abandoned  "alf 
hope  of  attainin.g  rank  in  the  regular  armv.

of  some  hve  thousand  seven  hundred  of  all  ranks,  in  October 
1777.  t'l  ('C-neral  Gates  at  Saratoga,  wlio  were  later  in 
breach  of  the  terms  of  capitulation,  sent  as  prisf.iiers  to  Ciiar- 
lottcsvilie.  \  irginia  (then  a  small  village.  with„nt  i.mviM,,,,  f,,,- 
<.tticers  and  wives)  and  kept  there  for  the  most  i.art  until  the 
close  ot  the  war. 

This  defeat  of  i'.ur-oyne  changed  the  whole  cur-e  n\  the 
war.  I-ranklm  and  others,  who  for  some  time  had  been 
cat)alling  with  the  French  ministers  in  Paris,  made  verv  litt'e 
headway.  Although  the  French  had  sent  over  a  ship  or  tw. 
\yith  some  supplies  and  arms— until  this  great  weakening  of 
the  F;ritish  forces  gave  the  i)owerful  Duke  de  Choiseul  an 
npportunity  of  paying  back  old  scores,  bv.  in  f-Vbruarv  1778 
niaking  a  treaty  of  defence  and  allian'ce  to  stand  'by  the 
L  nited  States  until  it  had  won  out  it-  indej)en(lence. 

I*K.\.\cK  i.\  Alliaxch  with  tiik  Amkricans. 

In  the  Spring  of  this  year  Sir  Wm.  Howe,  who  had  been 
knighted  about  the  time  of  his  arrival  in  Staten  Island,  rc- 
turne.l  to  luiglanfl.  tl  -  command  of  the  armv  passing  to  Sir 
Henry  Clmton.  made  K.C.P..  in  1777.  About  the  same  time 
the  I-rench  (^.overnment  dcspaiched  a  jiowerful  fleet  with  four 
thousand  men  under  Admiral  Count  d'Estaing  to  American 
waters,  when  the  British  determined  to  evacuate  Philadel- 
phia and  concentrate  their  forces  at  Xew  York.  On  this 
movement  becoming  known  to  Washington,  he  Imike  up  his 
camp  at  \':0M  I'orge  and  entered  the  citv  as  the  P.ritish 
moved  out.  they  being  shortly  afterwards' followed  by  the 
Americans. 


P.ATTLi:  OF  Monmouth. 

The  regiment  took  part  in  the  fatiguing  marcli  across  the 
Jerseys  in  June,  when  the  forces  met,  and  fought  an  unde- 
cided battle  until  nightfall  at  Alonmouth.  June  28.  During 
the  tight  the  flank  companies  of  the  regiment  were  engaged 
in  repelling  an  attack  on  the  rear  column.

Admiral  DT.staing  did  not  bring  his  >hips  into  New  York 
harbor,  but  as  arranged  with  Washington  ,,ai!''d  for  New 
fX'Tt.  R.I.,  which  was  held  by  the  llritish.  to  co-o])erate  with 
the  .\niericans  under  Sullivan  in  the  seige  and  capture  of  the 
place,  and  later  assi.-t  Washington  in  driving  the  British 
fr,»m  .\'ew  ^'ork.  Lord  Howe's  Heet  also  arrived  at  New- 
port, and  was  about  to  attack  d'F.staing  when  a  fierce  ^torm 
aroNe  (lisi)iTsing  both  lleets.  Howe  assembled  his  ships  at 
Sandy  Hook  for  a  later  attack,  while  the  French  -hips,  being 
yer\-  innch  shattered,  mailed  for  Boston  to  refit,  and  Sullivan 
finding  himself  minus  the  fleet,  gave  uj)  the  seige,  retiring 
from  tlie  island,  and  a  misunderstanding  having  arisen  in 
ToMon  between  the  .Americans  and  the  iMcnch,  the  Count 
d  •%ta'ng  >-ailed  for  the  West   Indies.
